The private in stitution s obtain most of their mon ey 
from In terest on en d owmen ts. W hat they collect in 
fees must make up the d ifferen ce between en d ow­ 
m en t in come an d operatin g costs. As en d owmen t in ­ 
come has d ecreased , with the d eclin e in in terest rate, 
fees have ten d ed to rise 
At the same time, state-supported ed ucation n t the 
co lleg e level, fin an ced almost en tirely by public tax ­ 
atio n, has been able to improve its competitive posi­ 
tio n by con tin uin g to ehurge fees which were rid icu­ 
lously low even when they were established , more than 
a d ecad e ago in some cases. 
Either the state must take steps to correct some of 
the d isparity between fet.s charged in state ed ucation al 
institutio ns, or be prepared to should er the whole bur­ 
den of higher ed ucation ev ritually , as iin an clally - 
weak schools are d riven to the wall. 
No o ne wan ts this to happen , least of all the edu­ 
cato rs themselves, who realize th at private college 
and univ ersities are equipped to d o a job that nev er 
can be do ne properly un d er the in evitable restriction s 
that g o with public ed ucation .
